How many people of Bedford 


county remember the stirring scenes of 
18611805, when tha boys in blue 
were marshaling for the fray, when 
the father left his family and the son 
and brother the parents' roof to march 
in defense of our beloved country—the 
mature man of 40, the young man of 20 
and the youth of 13 to 16 years, who 
gave up all and went forward to join 
the colors, the emblem of our national 
liberty? 


Take, for instance, the three-month 


men who left Bedford. All were young 
men, the very flower of Bedford coun- 
ty—her choicest aid most gifted sons 
Again, when the three-year men en- 
listed they left their homes and fire- 
side". Who and what were they—com- 
p«ed of the best blood of the land, for 
it tskes blood to stand in front of an 
enemy to ba shot at, notknowing w'aen 
your life will be snuffed out in a mo- 
ment? Men in all walks of life and 
scarcely one over the age of 40 years, 
while great numbers of them were in 
their tee Jt—school boys, who left their 
books lie on the desk—left all behind 
them to save the nig we all loved so 
well in those stirring days. 


1 Nothing was too good for the patri- 


otic boys who left for the front, and 
yet, how sad, so many of them now lie 
buried at Bull Run, Gettysburg, Vicks- 
burg, Chancellorsville, Spottsylvania, 
Cold Harbor, Richmond and Peters- 
burg. Some of the best blood of Bed- 
ford county's noble sons now sleep be- 
neath tbe soil of cur one time enemy, 
but now all uaited, and one great and 
glorious country. 
Again, how many 


perished in the prison pan of the south 
and the large number who died of dis 
ease and wounds and a very large per- 
centage who today rest in unknown 
graves! Again I say, where does Bed- 
ford county stand today? Where are her 
loyal and patriotic sons of 1904? Will 
they stand by the promises of former 
years that the patriot of 1801-1885 
should never come to want? Shame, I 
say, that a veteran soldier of Bedford 
county shou'd be retired to the alms- 
house, there to remlin until the final 
summons, the last roll-call. Bedford 
county stands in the rear rank in this 
mitter. 


A large majority of the counties in 


the state provide a suitable place for 
her noble sons who risked their lives, 
lost their health and are now not able 
to work and can't live on the small pit- 
tance that they receive from the gov- 
ernment as a reward for their honor- 
able service to their country. I know of 
one old veteran who served his country 
faithfully, has au honorable record and 
receives from tbe government S12 per 
moath to keep him and 
his wife. 


Think of it! Twelve dollars to pay for 
house 
rent, food 
and 
clothing— 


at the present prices, when every- 
thing is 13 to 15 per cent, higher than 
it was a year ago. True it is, we have 
a Soldiers' H?me in this state for the 
veteran, where he may have a shelter 
in his declining years, but this place is 
not what it should be, at least that is 
the report from all who have been 
there, that it is not a home in. any 
sense of the wo.i. 


Wben I say that Bedford ccunty 


stands in the rear rank I mean that 
she has done nothing, has pro7ic\d ia 
no way to care for her noble sons wh 
gave all that was worth living for, 
not only for the present generation tut 
for the generations to come.

Howard has killed several men, but his 
onvietion in the Goebel case was on 
ircumstantial evidence. He was twice 
entenced to hang, and the third ver- 
ict was life Imprisonment.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


G. Barry Killed in K 


Tribute From a Friend. 


Cltj- 


Monday morning a 'phone message 


from Harrisburg to the Hafer Brothers 
brought tbe sad news that Blair G 
-Harry had been killed Sunday1 after- 
noon in Kansas City. 
He w»s in the 


employ of the Wabash Railroad com- 
pany, on the road, In the passenger 
department. 


To say that the news of his death 


cast a gloom over the old town does 
not express it, for he had at the time 
he left Bedford, ia the fall of '84, the 
most extensive acquaintance of any 
yonngmanof his time. He knew the 
people of the town and county and 
enjoyed a large acquaintance among 
the people who came as visitors to the 
different summer hotels of this place, 
and made the same impression on all 
and has lived in the hearts of all these 
man; friends as fen men of his age have 
ever done. Oae of our worthy citizens 
made the remark that "he was one of 
tbe moat original men we ever had 
here." 
He patterned after no man. 


His sunny, jovial disposition was the 
prompting of a heart that never knew 
a selfish motive—to do a kind act was 
his greatest pleasure and the troubles 
of others gave him pain. He drew no 
line of distinction. 
He was good to 


everybody and each one felt that they 
had an equal share in his generous life. 
He was a man of generous impulses 
and many instances of his kind acts 
could be related—of but one I will 
speak—and that was his last act in 
Bedford. At the ticket window in tbe 
depot a man told him he wanted to get 
to work down on the Broad Top rail- 
road, where he had a job. Blair paid 
for his ticket, and that was his last act 
before he stepped on the train that was 
to take him away forever from the 
scenes and associations of his old 
home. What a beautiful ending and 
what a noble example as he stepped 
oat from among us for the last time, 


Blair Harry was a son of DC. and 


Mrs. 
B. F. Harry, deceased, 
and 


was born in Bedford about 47 years 
ago. For a year or two he worked as 
a printer in the Inquirer office. 
He 


was night clerk at the Windsor hotel, 
Cumberland,lor some time. 
Afterward 


he was transfer agent on the train be- 
tween Huntingdon and Cumberland. 
After leaving Bedford he was em- 
ployed by the Parmalee company of 
Chicago and subsequently was in the 
employ of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany in the west. He was passenger 
c 'nductor on the road from San Ant' • 
nio to Loretts, Tex., and afterward 
went to St. Louie, Mo., and was em- 
ployed by the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Railroad company. His last po- 
sition was conductor on the Wabash 
railroad, his "run" being from St. 
L-uis to Kansas City. 


Mr. Harry is survived by his wife, a 


Bister and two brothers—Mrs. Jennie 
H. MoCulloh, of Bedford; George M. 
Harry, of Harrisbnrg, and Bush If. 
Harry, of New York.

Instead of using the power of a great 


power to maintain the exalted charac 
ter and reputation which cur supreme 
court has enjoyed for a century, it 
makes the highest judgeship a mere 
perquisite of a corrupt machine, a 
place of exile or reward for those who 
hinder or help its selfish purposes 


In the nomination which this con- 


vention shall make for this exalted 
position we offer a great opportunity 
to the voters of Pennsylvania, they 
can serve the people by the selection 
of a just and able judge they can dem 
onstrate the wisdom of our system of

Today the country finds in Theodore 


Roosevelt a standing menace to con- 
stitutional government

tional peace aud to business stability 
and prosperity 
It tn'ns to tha Demo 


cratic organization for safety and re 
hef—to that party of conservatism 
which from its birth, and through so 
maiy years, was the bulwark against 
which the spirit of sectionalism, {a 
naticism, radicalism and the e-ule, 
wild 
theories 
of exp3rimentalists 


dashed in vain 


The Democratic party is to be con- 


gratulated upon the fact that we are 
now able to unite upon the cardinal 
tenets of our party faith and their 
application to the vital, pressing ques- 
tions of today 


We declare cur adherence to the 


fundamental principles which Democ- 
racy has taught from the foundation 
of our government, and which are 
essential to the preservation of our 
constitutional system 


We stand for a strict construction of 


all grants of power that militate 
against the liberty of the citizen, and 
for a liberal construction of all reser- 
vations of his rights—for home rule 
and local self government, and against 
centralizat on of power—and for the 
largest liberty to the ind vidual cot- 
sistent with law and order, with the 
protection of person and property, and 
the maintenance of government 
We 


are opposed to paternalism in govern- 
ment to needless interference with 
the rights, the liberty or condition ol 
mdividna's, and to all legislation that 
may hamper the capabilities of the 
citizens, or that may impress one m- 
divicuil or class, with privileges, 
powers or restrictions not affecting 
others 


The activities of government sbould 


be confined to its legitimate functions, 
p-imanly the maintenance of order, 
the pres rvation and protection of life, 
liberty and property, and the securing 
of equal opportunities to all 


With Jefferson, we believe that the 


best government is that which governs 
leest 


We hold that federal taxation in 


whatever form imposed is j shfiable 
only to the extent that it may ba need 
ful for the maintenance of government, 
honestly and economically adminis 
tered within the sphere of its legiti- 
mate powers 


We declare our opposition to all 


qaally upon individuals or interests, 
or that tend to increas- the prcfi's of 
ore clats at the expense of another, 
we favor an inamed ate but careful and 
prudent revision of the existing tariff 
correcting its inequalities reducing 
the duties on raw materials wherever 
such duties burden the home manu 
facturer 
and impair his ability to 


properly compensate labor, or to ctm- 
pete with monopolistic trusts, we are 
for lightening the tax on the neces- 
saries of life aud increasing it, if need 
ba, only upon luxuries, always bear 
ing in mind that the constitutional 
power to levy duties on imports exists 
only for the purpose of raising revenue 
Within this principle and primarily 
for revenue purpises, duties should be 
so regulated as to encourage our for 
eign commerce, not to destrry it 


The productiva power of our ccmtry 


has grown so great that our pressing 
needs at this time are for new and 
greater foreign markets for our wares, 
extended commerce, widened trade re 
'ations, and liberal reciprocity, rather 
than so called protection against the 
feeble, 
futile competition of other 


countries 
We need expanding trade 


not retaliatory tariffs 


We command the declaration of Mr 


McKmley in his last public address, 
when he said ' A system which pro 
Tides a mutual exchange ol eommodi 
tie s is manifestly essential to the cor 
tinned healthful growth of our export 
trade" 
We must not suppose, in 


fancied security, that we can forever 
raise everything and buy little or 
nothing 
The period of exclusiveness 


is past 
The expansion of our trade 


and commerce is the pressing problem, 
commercial wars are unprofitable, a 
policy ol good will and friendly rela- 
tions will prevent reprisals 
While 


we recogniza the right of capital m all 
legitimate lines ol enterprise to com 
bine for the increase ol business, lor 
the enhancement ol profits by enlarg- 
ing productive capacity, and by dr- 
cressmg the cost ol production, thus 
lessening the price to the consumer, 
yet when such combination, in its 
purpose or effect creates or tends to 
create a monopoly in ita productions, 
to retain trade or to stifle competition, 
to increase cost to the consumer, or to 
control the market lor the labor it 
employs, it violates the spirit of our 
laws, becomes inimical to public wel- 
f ire and peace, and should be so regu- 
lated, controlled or prohibited by law 
as amply to protect the public interest 


We believe that by legislation rigidly 


enforced against such combinations 
their evil tendencies can be prevented 
without needless destruction to the 
capital npon which labor must depend 
for employment 
and compensation, 


that in this matter the path ol safety 
lies in rigid, honest regulation, con' 
trol and prohibition, rather than in 
ruthless destruction which may involve 
the greatest loss npon the innocent 
When, however, regulation fails, pro 
hibition or dissolution should afford 
the remedy 


We believe thit a majority of the 


unlawful trusts now in existence are 
the direct and natural result ol ex- 
cessive Republican tariff duties, which- 
destroy competition 
and inevitably 


breed combinations for monopoly 
To 


remedy this evil should be one of the 
first purposes ol tariff revisioi. To 
such revision onr party stands pledged 


Federal taxation of all kinds should 


be reduced 
The enoimous surplus ac- 


cumulated by the government has not 
only bred extravagance, bu* has be 
come a standing menace to the tin an 
cial stability of the country It has 
coma to pass that the accumulations of 
federal funds in the public treasury 
drawn from circulation by taxation 
are ao great that they determine con 
dit OEB of money stringency and panic 
on the one hand and a redundant cir- 
culation inviting speculative excesses 
on tbe other hand The entire currency 
conditions today, affecting all busi- 
ness interests, are made to depend 
upon the mood and whim of the secre 
tiry ol the treasury in his manipula- 
tion of government

NEW YORK, April 26 —The state of 


Indiana has been put under martial 
law by its governor; this is the lest act 
of a government to secure the obedi- 
ercj of i's people and is only reacted 
when it has behind it the power to en- 
force its decree. A law, frequently 
violated without punishment, had bet- 
ter ba taken from the code, for, if not, 
all law will cease to be respected. At 
Cripple Creek a bind was formed which 
set the governor and all laws at drfl- 
ance-, armed to the teeth, they march- 
ed from mine to m'ne, where men were 
satisfied with their wages and tbe time 
they were employed; if tb<! men re- 
fused t) jiin 1h°m, they were violently 
seized, ill-treated and drivan from their 
work. Now all the capital that a poor 
man has to support himself and his 
family with ishis labor; take that from 
him and you might as well rob a bank 
or a store; the right must be absolute, 
andnotheld on sufferance of anybody- 
otherwise you 'educe thfs i men to the 
condition cf s'aves. The verystrongest 
declaration of those now engaged in 
this strike is that, the laborer must be 
absolutely free; that is a parfectly cor- 
rect principle, bu'; let us ask where 
that freedom exists, when the miner is 
driven from his work like a dog. Gov- 
ernor Poab-dy says: "As long as there 
is a soldier ia thestate under my direc- 
tier, I will not count the cost till the 
power of the law is acknowledged 
everywhere within tbe state of In- 
diana; what right the miner has with- 
in the law, he shall be protected in, 
and what right does not belong to him 
shall be denied at any cost." Tbe laws 
of all civilized nations are enacted to 
secure the right of every man to him- 
self; tbe very groundwork of the law 
is intended to guard the rights of the 
weak against the strong.
